Decision is the first essential step to- 
ward success in any line of business 
or accomplishment.

» calling. They strove, labored, fasted, 


prayed, in other words, did their best 
to reach the goal. We have the pros- 
pects of many years in which to live 
and labor, for Christ. This life may 
be fravght with many pleasures, grati- 
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fications and bright hopes, but along 
with these we may expect many trials, 
trouble, discouragements and possibly 
injuries by those nearest and dearest 
to us and on whom we rely and de 
pend. Hence we need to make our 
decision firm and steadfast to fight the 
good fight of faith at any cost, come 
out more than a cohqueror and at last 
hear these words, “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant.” Beloved,

Set up a mark. Too many young men 
and women who might make a great 
success in life, turn the tables and 
reap notking but failure because they 
never have a definite mark at which to 
aim. One day they intend to become 
this, the next day something else. 
They constantly aim yet can not but 
miss the mark because. they have none 
at which to aim. There is another 
class who have a mark but when it 
calls for hardship and steadiness, they 
immediately begin hunting another. 
By all means find your mark, then 
press directly and constantly to it. 

Be in readiness to grasp opportuni- 
ties. There are probably none but 
what have their pathway strewn with 
opportunities, yet, how many see them 
before it is too late? And, of those 
who really see, how many fave the 
courage to grasp them at the oppor- 
tune moment? Brethren, there is a 
strong possibility of creating opportu- 
nities, should they fail to come our 
way fast enough. 

Application. It is possible to make 
a decision, set up a mark and grasp an 
opportunity and yet, make a failure 
because the power of appHeation is 
lacking. I am acquainted with some 
who seemingly have a great desire to 
do right and who form all manner of 
resolutions but, at the same time, lack 
one of the most essential qualities— 
that of application. As a consequence, 
their accomplishments are very lim- 
ited. 

It is impossible to reach the great- 
est success if we have our minds on 
too many things at the same _ time. 
The lawyer in court must apply him- 
self to the case that he is trying; the 
merchant to the selling of his goods; 
the farmer tu the tilling of his soil 
and the student of arithmetic to the 
mastery of his problems. This is a sure 
way to reach the mark. 

Hard work. Should one be looking 
for ease in the Lord’s vineyard above 
that of any other field of labor, he is 
bound to meet with a big surprise. It 
is far from my akg to attempt dis- 
couragement. I would say to every 
young man and woman, “Expect to 
‘vork and work hard.” I have but to 
refer you to our most successful breth- 
ren to prove this point. 

Persistence. Too many start a thing 
only to give up when the test comes 
and when success may be just ahead. 
We need more of that bulldog grit and 
“stick-to-ity,” which cannot be shaken. 
Dear saints, I have not yet accom- 
plished that end which I expect to, 
but I surely have not the least inten- 
tion of giving up. 

Strengthen the weak points, 
one has his weak spots, faults and 
short comings.

This is vitally im- 
portant.

Sometimes most of 
the the worrying done is over things 
which never come to pass. 

Brethren, : keep spiritual, Although 
closely following all this counsel, you 
‘will find yourself on the verge of fail- 
ure in the Christian field of labor 
should you, at any time, lose spiritual- 
ity.

Now we know that 
these were the children of God but 
they were carnal or had sin in them 
for which Jesus died. “Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” John 1:29. 


When Jesus prayed in John 17 He 


said, “Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth. And for 
their sakes I sanctify myself, that 


they also might be sancified through 
the truth.” 


Jesus uses the same word for Him- 
self that He does for the apostles, 
sanctify. He took the sins of the 
world on Him and the shedding of 


| His own blood was efficacious in tak- 


ing it off and all those who trust in 
Him can be cleansed from all sin. 
Sanctification is a second experience, 
subsequent to regeneration. 

“But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light we have _ fellow- 
ship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleans- 
eth us from all sin, If we say 
that we have no sin, we deceive our 
selves, and the truth is not in us. If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.
